It's St. Patrick's Day at The Graveyard Tavern in East Atlanta. The bar is 
packed nearly to capacity. Between a few tables lined up along the bar's 
front windows and its front door, a dark-haired, petite, twenty-some- 
thing woman is dancing. Clover-print stockings and a gold-sequined push-up bra 
cover little of her skin. Crumpled dollar bills hang from her garter belt as she 
turns to the wall and bends halfway over, moving to the beat of the hip-hop 
dance music that's been selected by the night's DJ, Tyson McAdoo. 

On the other side of the room the Gypsy Queens are judging entrants in 
the best and worst tattoo categories. There are projectors around the room 

showing a loop of slides and video. Archival Pabst advertising, logos for party sponsors 13 Roses Tattoo 
Parlour, Memorial Tattoo, Liberty Tattoo and Sacred Heart Tattoo flash onto the screens, distorted and 
fuzzy for a few seconds until being quickly replaced by the next one. People line up to buy two-dollar 
green Jell-O shots and three-dollar Jameson. 

A few minutes after midnight, Tyson announces the winners of the tattoo contests: Rob Bass for 
worst tattoo, Clint Bailey for best tattoo (both tattooed by Russ Abbott) and Matt Miller for best over- 
all with work by Grez of King's Avenue Tattoo. 

As the music resumes, the crowded room writhes with anticipation of what comes next: sex, sleep, 
or maybe just more booze.

What's up with the tattoo on your lip? 

That was right around the time I got off The Ultimate Fighter. One of my friends 
had a clothing company, N.S.C. (North Shore Cartel), and he flew in a tattoo artist from 
Europe to blast tattoos on everyone. I got there one day and all the boys were getting 
it, so I said,"Let's do it!" 

Has a fresh tattoo ever interfered with training or a fight? 

Yeah, well... I'm an idiot. I screwed one up a little, but it was my fault. Also, I caught 
ringworm once because [a tattoo is] essentially an open cut. Now I always try to keep 
them clean and lotioned up. 

What's the crest on your stomach? 

That's for the gym I opened up. It's called I & I Training Center. My old training 
partner and I always said,"When we make it big, we'll open up our own gym." We both 
went out for The Ultimate Fighter and I had success (unfortunately he didn't make it that 
far), but we both came back to Hawaii and opened up the gym together. 




What do the words on your chest translate to? 

It means "Only a fighter knows the feeling" in Hawaiian. 

Do you have any plans for new ink? 

Oh yeah! I got a new tattoo on my right arm. It's a spider web with cocoons 
inside it. Right now there are 1 2 of them, each representing a victory. So every time I 
win, there will be a new one. By the time I die, I'll be covered. 

Have you lived in Hawaii your whole life? 

Yeah, pretty much. I spent five or six years in Las Vegas though. 

Tattooing is a big part of Hawaiian culture, especially the tradi- 
tional style. How big of an influence has your culture had on your tat- 
toos? 

Everyone here has tattoos. It's the craze, especially when you're young. Growing 
up in Hawaii, we're a proud race.This is where I'm from, this is where I've been, this is 
what I believe. I want to show the world. This is how I express myself without words.

Royal Street Tattoo was started over two years ago by CW Neese, 
who wanted to open a shop focused on tattooing and family. So, natch, the 
people working at Royal Street all apprenticed under CW. Pony was CW's 
first apprentice years ago, but had moved away when CW decided to open 
Royal Street. Pony moved back to be part of the project and helped open 
the shop with CW. Pete Anderson, friend of both CW and Pony, was the 
shop's first apprentice. Once the shop opened, Sean Herman came down 
and did guest spots almost every month before accepting a position full- 
time. Royal Street now has six artists: CW, Pony, Pete, Sean, Drew Epps, and 
AJ Ludlow. Drew and AJ just recently finished their apprenticeships under 
CW. Royal Street's focus is on their family, the community in which they 
live, and the love of tattooing. 





Born in Mobile,Ala. in 1 978, CW dropped out of school and traveled 
by freight train until the age of 1 9 before moving to Tampa, Fla. and appren- 
ticing under Dan Moore. After the apprenticeship CW moved back to 
Alabama where he tattooed under the guiding hand ofTom Smith for a few 
years before moving to Denver, Colo, to work for Walter McDonald. His 
return to Alabama had him working again for Tom. After Tom sold his shop, 
CW opened Royal Street Tattoo in Mobile, vowing to provide quality tat- 
toos to customers and a fair place for tattoo artists to practice their magic. 

PETE ANDERSON 

An accomplished painter. After several successful years of doing 
gallery shows, Pete decided to learn how to tattoo. He was Royal Street 
Tattoo's first apprentice, coming along just as the shop opened. In the short 
time Pete's been tattooing, he's already has his work featured in publica- 
tions nationwide. 
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Moved to Mobile, Ala. while 
still in high school. After school, he 
went to college at West Florida for 
three years, where he majored in 
Psychology. During this time, Pony 
was getting tattooed by CW and 
decided to pursue tattooing. He 
quit college, apprenticed under 
CW for two years, and then 

moved to Austin,Tex. Pony moved back to Mobile to be a part of Royal Street 
Tattoo. Pony has also been painting for the last eight years with some critical 
success.

Born moving. From missionary work to punk rock to anarchism, the 
things that have always been constant for this gypsy were positivity and the 
art of creation.Tattooing became a love early on, and is stronger to him today 
than ever before.
